Woodle of thia city, C. A. Eldredge, of 
Fond du Lac, Mr. Ely of Watcrtown, Mr. 
C.i*w?ll of Fort Atkinson, Mr. Weytnouth 
of Jefferson, and P. H, Smith, acting presi- 
dent of tho company. Mr. A. Hyatt Smith,

The locomotive "Janes- 
ville," which has been on the Fond du Lac 
section for the last five years, and which had 
brought the down train, proceeded on its 


way, 
and brought to this city u load of some 


70 or 80 visitors, while the Charles Butler, 
for the first time, was run to the northern 
end of the line. On the arrival of the train 
here, the«o visitors proceeded to the Hyatt 
House, where a supper was prepared, and 
where they were joined by several of our 
citizens. Messrs. A. Hyatt Smith, C, A. 
Eldredge, Oov. Bawtow, Isaac Woodle and 
P. H. Smith, were called out, and responded 
briefly in wordi of congratulation and joy 
over the completion of this great inland 
channel of travel and trade. At 10 o'clock 
in the evening, " homeward bound" was the 
command, and soon the conductor's "all 
aboard'1 gave* the signal to the engineer 
to start on the homeward trip. As the train 
started, a round of cheers w«nt up from our 
citizens on the platform of the depot, which 
was answered by those on board who had 
thus had the gratification of a realization 
at last of their hopes in the opening of a 
road which has eost years of labor and 
anxiety, and severely taxed the pockets of 
its friends.
